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Cultivation  of  Dahlias 


Dahlias  are  ea^'sily  grown,  requiring  no  s'pecial 
soil,  or  treatment,  to  bring  them  to  perfection.  They 
love  an  o-pen  sunny  location,  but  succeed  in  partial 
shade.  Prepare  the  soil  thoroughly  by  digging  12 
to  18  inches  deep,  possibly  in  the  fall  and  then  again 
in  the  spring,  'before  planting. 

If  the  soil  is  poor,  work  in  some  well-rotted  stable 
manure  or  artificial  fertilizer,  'but  don’t  over  do  this. 

Dig  the  holes  3 feet  apart,  and  about  6 inches 
deep;  drive  a stout  stake  in  each  hole,  and  lay 
the  tuber  down  flat,  with  the  eyes  to  the  stake,  and 
cover  with  two  or  three  inches  of  fine  soil,  leaving 
the  hole  to  be  filled  after  the  plant  comes  up. 

Plant  any  time  between  May  1st  and  June  15th. 

"When  the  plants  have  made  their  third  set  of 
leaves,  cut  out  the  top,  to  make  them  branch. 

The  most  important  thing  from  now  on  is  hoeing 
and  cultivating  the  soil,  until  the  buds  appear;  then 
give  the  beds  a good  mulching  of  manure,  to  keep 
the  ground  moist;  and  water  the  plants  thoroughly 
cnce  or  twice  a week. 

If  red  spider  or  thrips  appear,  spray  with  a nicotine 
solution. 

To  have  large  bloom's,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to 
disbud,  leaving  only  one  bud  to  each  shoot;  but  leave 
two  young  sprouts  near  the  base  of  each  stem,  so  as 
to  insure  a new  crop  of  blooms.  Dahlias  will  con- 
tinue to  bloom  until  the  frost  kills  the  tops;  the 
tubers  are  dug  and  stored  in  a dry  cellar  or  basement, 
cover  them  wfith  dry  sand,  soil  or  sawdust,  to  keep 
from  shriveling.  Divide  the  tubers  in  the  spring 
after  the  eyes  'show  plainly,  being  careful  that  each 
tuber  has  an  eye.  Cover  them  again  and  keep  dry 
until  planted. 

I send  out  divided  field  grown  roots,  everyone  guar- 
anteed true  to  name  and  to  arrive  in  good  growing 
condition.  I cannot  guarantee  them  to  grow  if  they 
are  not  unpacked  immediately  upon  receipt. 

All  retail  orders  are  sent  Parcel  Posit  unless  in- 
structions are  received  to  send  them  otherwise. 

Orders  taken  at  the  Fall  Shows,  and  all  others  not 
fully  paid  for  will  be  sent  C.  O.  D.  at  purchaser’s  ex- 
pense, unless  previous  arrangements  have  been  made. 

As  the  demand  for  some  sorts  often  exceeds  the 
supply,  it  will  be  well  to  order  early  and  so  avoid 
disappointment.  It  will  also  be  well  to  name  a few 
as  second  choice  or  state  if  I may  substitute  for  any 
that  are  sold  out.
